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The Blanchard River, or the "Old Mill Stream" as we 
have come to think of it, was of great importancein the 
early history of this area. Although Ohio becamea state 
in 1803, it was not until the War of 1812 that a few 
white men dared to penetrate the dense forests and the 
vast swamps of the northwestern area of the state. Jean 
Jaques Blanchard, after whom the Blanchard River was 
named, put in his appearancein this area about 1770. 
He was a refined, educated Frenchman who refrained 
from talkingof his past; but it was thought that hehad 
fled from his native land to escape some trouble there. 
He was a man of varied abilities, an accomplished 
artisan, and made himself of service tothe Indians as 
he roamed this area. He was even an accomplished 
tailor, and the Indians calledtheriver "Tailor's River." 
He was especially friendly with the Wyandot Indians 
living in a village on the site where Mt. Blanchard 
later was located, and with the Shawnees living ina 
village along the Blanchard River four miles west of Fort 
Findlay. Hemarried a Shawnee squaw, andthey reared 
a family of sevenchildren. He diedinthis areain1802.

However, it took General Hull andthe three regiments 
of his army, which came from Urbana, Ohio, through 
dense forests and swamps on their way to Detroit, to 
clear the way for settlers, and also to display to the 
soldiers who passed through what a fertile and desirable 
land was located here. 

In June 1812, Colonel James Findlay and his Second 
Regiment had cleared their way from Fort McArthur, 
located on the present site of Kenton, to that point at 
which they believedthe Blanchard Fork of the Auglaize 
River (as they called the Blanchard) could most easily 
be forded. There they built a fort on the south bank of 
theriver andnamed it Fort Findlay inhonorof the com- 
mander. This fort was to become the beginning of the 
city of Findlay as one of the soldiers, Benjamin Cox, 
moved his family from Logan County to Fort Findlay 
shortly after the army abandoned the fort in 1815. 


Just Where Was Hull's Trail? 


No one seems to be entirely certain just where Hull's 
Trail was located in what is now southern Hancock 
County. It has been passed down by word of mouthin a 
number of local families that the army passed a short 
distance east of what is nowMt. Blanchard. A blazed 
trail could be seen there foryears until the trees were 
cleared, and there are those who have plowed up logs, 
laid solid as for a road. It is said that the army used 
this way of pushing through the swampy forests. 

Be that as it may, it is true that the first white set- 
tler in southern Hancock County was Asa Lake, from 
Kentucky, a soldier in the Revolutionary Army under 
Washington, a comrade of Boone, Kenton, and Wetzel, 
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and a soldier in Hull's army, who noticed the desira- |

In December 1822 Asa M. Lake, received from the 
U.S. Government 83.25 acres of land just eastof what 
is now Main Street of Mt. Blanchard. In 1829 from 
Curtis Berry he acquired 84.5 acres westofwhatis now 
Main Street. In October 1830, after having the land 
surveyed and laid out in53 lots, AsaM. Lakerecorded 
the plat of the villageof Mt. BlanchardinVol.I, p. 29, 
of the Hancock County Deed Records. 

The Asa Lake family lived out the remainder of their 
lives in the village andare buriedin the cemetery atthe 
northeast edge of town. A great-granddaughter, Miss 
Mary Lake, died in 1956.

In 1828 the General Assembly of the State of Ohio 
formed the county of Hancock, which hadone township, 
Findlay. In an election held that same year with 74 
electors, Godfrey Wolford was elected one of the first 
county commissioners. 

Soon after being organized, the county set off two new 
townships in the southeastern part, Amanda and Wel- 
fare. Within the next year the residents of Welfare 
Township petitioned to change the name to Delaware 
after the name of a tribe of Indians of the area. 

In addition to acting as county commissioner, Godfrey 
Wolford strove to help the community by buildinga small 
,mill consisting of two large flat stones, the one turning 
over the other by means of a hand crank. The settlers 
were welcome to use this mill free of charge. Later 
Mr. Wolford built the first grist mill, saw mill, and 
_planing millontheriver 1 1/2 miles southwest of town. 
The former raceway forthe mills may still be seen just 
south of the river bridge on the present Warner Gill farm. 
The mills were built on the west bank of the river just 
south of the bridge. 

These mills were of majorimportance to the pioneers 
within traveling distance. The river served as an im- 
portant means of transportation during some seasons of 
the year as it was navigible for small flat boats. 

Later these mills operated by Silas Fahl and his son 
Monroe were known as Fahl's Mills. The millstone from 
| the grist mill lies to the south of the main entrance to 
| the Mt. Blanchard School building. 
|  “Roe" Pahl later built andoperateda millon the corner 
of "Mill" and High Streets on the property now occupied 
\ by Willis Gossman's residence. 


William J. Greer, 
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Mr. and Mrs. Oscar Wise - In 1901 the first telephone 


system strung in this community, Vanlue, Wharton, 
Forest, Arlington, and Jenera was under the supervision 
of The People's Telephone Co. with Mr. Wise as man- 
ager. Mrs. Wise was in charge of the office and the 
clerical workofthe company. Both were very active in 
work for the good ofthe community. The words of Sam 
B. Callon in reference to Mrs. Wise might well apply 
to them both: "Her Christian life coupledwith her use- 
fulness in church and community was a benediction, and 
her memory will live in the hearts of all who knew her. " 





The Citizens Bank of Mt. Blanchard was organized in 
1910 andopened for business on October 20 of that year 
with the following directors: Dr. W.A. Fahl, O. S. Bell, 
S. C. Walker, OscarWise, and H. O. Frederick. The 
directors organized with Dr. Fahl as president; O.S. 

Bell, vice-president; Miss Ethel Shoemaker, secretary; 
and H. O. Frederick, cashier. The bank was located 
in the Wise Building where the post office is now loca- 
ted. The bank, which has been a great asset to the 
community and the impetus to its business, is recog- 
nized as one ofthe most substantial institutions inthis 
area. 
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Dr. Richard N. Lee, a native of 
Jackson Township, graduated from 
Starling Medical College at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, in1898, andin May 
established his practice at Mt. 
Blanchard where he was active in 
community affairs. He served as 
a member ofthe schoolboard and 
was interested in the school and 
the churches of the community. 
He died inthe spring of 1951 after 
53 years of continuous practice, 
extending for miles in each direc- 
tion. He was very successful in 
his profession, stood high in 
medical circles in this area, and 
was greatly revered and loved by 
the people who knew him. 


Dr. W. A. Fahl, ahighlyrespectedand 


long-time resident of Mt. Blanchard, 
contributed much to his community. In 
addition to his services as a doctor, he 
was one of the organizers of the Citi- 
zens Bank and owner of a farm east of 
town, a portion of which he setapart as 
a park for the community. Fahl's Park 
was one ofthe finest in the whole area 
and was a source of enjoyment to many 
people. Dr. and Mrs. Fahl were inter- 
ested in the welfare of the whole com- 
munity. They were interested in the 
church, the economic welfare, and the 
school. They especially were inter- 
ested in young people and they really 
showed this by taking eight different 
boys into their home to care for, three 
of whom they practically reared. 








Tell Taylor has made our Blanchard River nationally 
famous in writing the song, "Down By the Old Mill 
Stream." He was born on October 28, 1876, and was 
reared on a farm near the stream in Amanda Township. 
It was in 1908 that inspiration for the song came _ to 
him while fishing along the Blanchard River during 
a visit to his boyhood neighborhood. He thought of 
those years when as a boy he used to roam by this 
same stream and the mill located on its banks. This 
mill was known as the Misamore Mill and was located 
in what is now a part of the Mt. Blanchard School 
District. 





While stopping off in Chi- 
cago between trains enroute 
to the West Coast, he hap- 
pened by a cafe from which 
came the strains of his 
song. He entered the es- 
tablishment and sat down to 
listen. It was there thathe 
died. He is buried in the 
Van Horn Cemetery near the 
area he had known so well 
as aboy including the "Old 
Mill Stream." 
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Jacob Line, the town's mostrecent 
lawyer, started his practice here 
around 1900 after graduating from 
the Ohio Northern School of Law. 
In 1902, he was married to Miss | 
Clare Hammond of Mt. Blanchard. 
The Lines preferred the village life 
and the type of legal practice found 
in a ruralarea to that of the larger 
city. Mr. Line died in 1939 after 
commendably serving the commu- ~ 
nity for nearly forty years. Mrs. 
Line stillresides in the home where 
they first went to housekeeping, 
located just north of Dr. Fink's 
present residence.

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The first schoolinthe Mt. Blanchardarea was opened 
in 1829 ina cabin erected by Robert Elder with John Wol- 
fordas teacher. The next year, the first log schoolhouse 
was built onthe John Rose farm near the center of Dela- 
ware Township. In the fallof 1833, the second school 
building, a larger and better hewed-log schoolhouse, 
was erected on the northwest corner of the William J. 
Greer farm just east of Mt. Blanchard. This building 
wasalso used asa place of worship by the early Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, which was organized in 1828. 

Later a schoolhouse was erected on Market Street on 
the site of the Mrs. Addie Hostler property. This build- 
ing was later movedand made intoa residence, whichis 
aow located just north of the Gaylord Krout property on 
High Street. 

Around 1868, alarger frame schoolhouse, the present 
Delaware Township House, located just west of The 
Citizens Bank, was in use. Atthattime it stoodon the 
site of the present Louis Price home on West Clay Street. 
This building, which has served a number of purposes, 
was the village council house and jail for several years. 

In 1856, the Methodist Episcopal Church erected a 
two-story frame building on the site of the present 
Nazarene Church. The upper floor was used as aplace 
of worship; the lower floor, for a schoolroom, which 
seems to have been for the upper classes. 

In 1868, the Mt. Blanchard Union School was organ- 
ized, andin 1873, aredbrick building, "the thirdin the 
evolution of learning in Mt. Blanchard proper", was 
erected onthe site of the present Mt. Blanchard School. 

It contained fourrooms, twoclassrooms anda cloak 
room on the first floor anda large classroom on the sec- 
ond floor. The total cost ofthe building was about eight 
thousand dollars. 

Mt. Blanchard High School, the next oldest to the 
Findlay high school in Hancock County, had its first 
graduating class andheldits first commencement, Fri- 
day evening, May 23, 1879.

The high school became a First Grade School, 
March 11, 1911, when Mr. S. V. Burnworth was superin- 
tendent. OnNovember 17, 1939, during the superinten- 
dency of Mr. J. E. Paynter, the school became a First 
Grade Six-Year High School. 

The school has had its high standing because the 
people of the Mt. Blanchard community have always 
been interestedin the welfare of their children and have 
put forth much effort to give them the greatest opportuni- 
ties possible. 

One of the things that Mt. Blanchard has long been 
noted for isitsinterestin music. In very early days it 
hadits singing schools, one of which was held in the 
building that later was made into partof Dr. Lee's home 
that was destroyed by fire in 1914. Public school of 
music was introduced into the schoolin 1913 with Miss 
Eugenia Guise of Findlay as the teacher. In 1922 an 
orchestra was started with Mr. Frank Sturchio as in- 
structor. 

Since those early days and under the direction of 
such devoted teachers as Margery Alspach, Helen 
Koontz, Dorothy Whitworth, and Mary Payne, musichas 
flourished, and students have taken many honors.

THE HAMLIN HOUSE, a landmark in the 
south edge of Mt. Blanchard, built in 
1851 by Lank Hamlin who had taken a 
liking for a similar house on a visit to 
a large city andhadcome home with the 
blue prints and specifications to build 
the house shown here. The house has 
eight fireplaces, Swedish cut glass in 
the front doors, kiln-dried walnut wood- 
work throughout, a window ina chimney, 
and a water system with lead-welded 
joints. Mrs. Ruth Davenport is the 
present resident and owner. 


HEADSTONE on the grave of Asa Lake, 


One of Mt. Blanchard's claims to historical signifi- 
cance is that Johnny Appleseed established one of his 
apple tree nurseries in the town and another just west 
of town. He wished to make the village his home; and 
according to the county records, he purchased lots 51, 
52, and 53 at the corner of Market and Water Streets 
just south of IslandPark from Asa M. Lake in 1834 for 
$15 and sold them in 1839 to Michael Shafer for $40. 
John Chapman (his real name) was about sixty-five 
years of age when he sold his lots here, and he died 
six years later in Indiana. In the transaction he gave 
his home address as Allen County, Indiana, the county 
seat of which is Fort Wayne, where his bodyis buried. 

Dr. Aaron F. Burson was the first physician to settle 
here in 1832. We built the house which Thoburn Price 
now owns. John B. Elder was the first white child born 
in Delaware Township. 

The first post office was established in 1834 with 
John Gordon as postmaster. The mail was carried on 
horseback from Findlay twice a week. 

The first railroad, now the A. C. & Y, was a narrow 
gauge built in 1882 by the Cleveland, Delphos and St. 
Louis Railroad. 

Dr. John Foster was the town's first mayor in Looe 
when the village was incorporated. 

Mt. Blanchard, fortunate to be located on a sandy 
knoll by the river, was once the site of a Wyandot In- 
dian village and burying ground. The elevation ofthis 
area is on a level with the top of John Hancock's statue 
on the county courthouse in Findlay, Ohio. 

Atone time Mt. Blanchard was quite a manufacturing 
center. It had a lathing and shingle factory owned by 
Jackson Bell; a carding and wool factory with Philip

In 1828, the Rev. Thomas Thompson and the Rev. 
Elnathan C. Gavit, itinerants of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, came through the wilderness from Upper 
Sandusky where they were missionaries to the Indians, 
got the settlers together at the William J. Greer cabin, 
and organized the first religious society in Hancock 
County.

In 1932, Dean and Opal Cunningham, both alumni of 
Mt. Blanchard High School, gavea tract of land, which 
lies betweenthe oldandthe new channels of the river, 
fora community park appropriately named "Island Park." 

The Cunninghams andthe townspeople had plans for 
picnic facilities, aball diamond, children's playground 
equipment, and most of all, a fine swimming pool. 

The men of the community dug out the first swimming 
pool with horses and shovels, and wheelbarrows, and 
lined the banks with limestone. Later the bottom of the 
poolwas stoned, and gradually improvements have been 
added until Mt. Blanchard can be very proud of their 
modern swimming pool. The cost of developing the 
whole park has been provided through the community 
homecoming celebration held each year. 

The following is a quotation from a newspaper item 
written by a Toledo man who has enjoyed family reunions 
atIslandPark: "Today it (Island Park) isamonumentto 
one man's farsightedness and the 100% cooperation of 
the townspeople. It has paid off, too - the benefit 
being the fine, healthy youngsters who grow up to be 
most proud of their hometown."
